A small, pleasantly furnished morning-room ; 


long windows opening on the piazza; closed 
Venetian blinds, that kept out the heat and 
dust, and gave a soft-, quid, liglit lo tlie room ;

IONETTES.—The largest of the figures which 
from the front appear almost like full-grown 
persons is not over two and a-halt high—tha 
skillfully adjusted perspective formed by the 
scenery creating the illusion as lo size, All 
the space behind the scenes is filled with ap- 
parently endless confusion of ropes and ma- 
chinery. An orchestra is crowded into one cor- 
ner, while on a bridge over and behind the 
back drop ara Ihe employees who work the pup- 
pets and do the singing and talking for them. 
All ia ready, and the cnrlaiu goes up on the 
" Christy Minstrels." There are seven figures 
in the circle below and five persons on the 
bridge above, and four puppets having the least 
to do, being worked by two persons. 
The end 


men being the chief actors, require a skillful 
worker apiece. To each of these twelve strings 
are attached, controlling the action of tlw bead, 
eyes, jaw and each limb. These strings are 
fastened In a peculiar way to short slicks, which 
the worker has in his hands. Some motions 
require a considerable movement of the work- 
ers' hands and arms, but as a general rule he 
does not make much of a display of their mo- 
lion, but gives the necessary action to the pup- 
pet by merely mnnipulating, as it were, the 
strings with his fingers. The person working 
a figure does the talking, and generally the sing- 
in? for the same, and so it can readily bo un- 
derstood that a position on this bridge is no 
sinecure. When a puppet has finished his part 
and made a graceful exit at the R. U. E., as the 
playbook would have it; he, she or it is un- 
ceremoniously hauled up like a wriggling cod- 
fish, and bung up to his own hook to snooze 
till his turn comes again. While one person is 
dangling a " play actor " for the amusemunt of 
the public, others are getting ready the char- 
acters which are to follow, examining their 
make-ups, seeing that they have their " lines " 
in peifect working order, so that there may bo 
no confusion or stage-fright when they go on. 
The cords, springs and contrivances about 
some of the figures ate leally wonderful, and 
would he hardly explainable by us were it the 
wish of the managers they should be; but 
these are the secietsof the show and sacred to 
the proprietors. The figures which have the 
most strings are the wolf iu " Little Red Riding 
Hood," the clown in the harlequinade, aud the 
Italian pole balancer, and requiring very skill- 
ful manipulation. In all there are seventy-five 
mimic figures stowed away about Ihe stage, 
and they form a motley collection of dolls, 
dressed in every fashion, and wooden donkeys, 
horses, bears, dogs, wagons, &c. Some of the 
figtues are iu d-plicate, so as to enable the 
management to fill a place in cass a brother 
dummy should swoon on the stage, or fall and 
chip a nose or a bead off. These actors never 
appeal' on the stage without knowing their 
parts, although they have to go on at a mo- 
ment's notice, and this Is where the puppet has 
the advantage over the human. All the scene- 
shifting is done from above, and is affected 
with great rapidity by means of rolleis and pul- 
leys—San .Francisco Gall, January 7.

i'our letter of tbe 5th was duly received, You 
aslc.whdlwr I remember what 1 said in favor of 
President Hayes in rny endeavor- to procure his 
nomination at the Cincinnati Convention.

women too, go there to get their bottles filled 
when they would not be seen going elsewhere 
fur il. In our neighboring city of Burlington, 
druggists put it up in bottles of a suitable size 
to carry iu a pocket and label it. 


\Ve do not know that our druggists have yet. 


descended to this. Is not this a betrayal oi'lhi 
confidence that has been placed in them, that 
they will sell only such medicines as will tend 
to the good of their customers. Most any drug- 
gisl, would be shocked at the idea of selling "a 
man a dose of arsenic or laudanum to take life 
with, and yet how much less of an evil it would 
be. than to sell him I iqucir knowing so well that 
It will embrute his intellect and produce the 
suffering of his family and friends, that it 
nearly always does. Far belter to poison a man 
at once than to do it by inches. They are 
equally responsible for his death by which ever 
poison it is caused. There is uevsra necessity 
for a diuggist to soil ardent spirits so that it can 
be used as a drink. If sold it should be by a 
picsciiption from a conscientious practicing 
physician, and one who sells without this 
should not be allowed a position so responsible. 
A word to the physicians, that they will not 
prescribe it unnecessarily. It is an easy reme- 
dy to give but a very dangerous one. 
Many 


cases wo have before us where the habit has 
been formed dining sickness. Better far your 
patient should enter (he spirit home with a 
pure record Him to live a little longer and go 
w i t h a character blighted by intemperance. 
Some of our most experienced physicions say 
that "seldom if ever is it really necessary togive 
stimulants." Other remedies may take a little 
longer to relieve pain but, leave a less direful 
effeot.

The pei ioil of seven dnjs, which 
lias Its origin In and durived Us nomenclature 
from astrological itVas, shows by its wide pre- 
valence bow wideh astrological superstitions 
were once spread among the nations. AsWIiu- 
well remuiks, (tliou^h , for reasons which will 
hadily be understonii, lie wus by no means 
anxious to dwell vt|on the true origin of the 
Sabbatical week, ) •• the usa;;e is found over all 
the East; It existed among tho Arabian?, As- 
ayriaus, and Egyptian*. The 'same week in 
found In India, aiunng- the Brilmiins; it has 
there ulso its days marked by the lumies of the 
heavenly bodies; and It has been ascertained 
that tin; same day has, in that country, the 
name corresponding with its designation in 
other nations.

• • The period has gone 


on without intcrinption or insularity Iroin 
the earliest recorded times lo our own days, 
traversing the extent of ages, and the revolu- 
tions of empires; the names of ancient deities 
which were associated with ilie slurs, were re- 
placed by those of ilie objects of '.lie \vorsliip ol 
our'f uetonlc ancesiois, iii-coiillng to their views 
of the conespondence of the two mythologies ; 
nnd lliu Quakers, i i irjeullug these ii.mies of 
days, have cost asiil-i the most, ancient existing 
rule of astiological .is well as idolatrous super- 
stition." Not only 'do the names remain, but 
some of the observances connected with the old 
astrological systems remain even to this day. 
As ceremonies derived from p.uran worship are 
still continued, though mod itied in tbim and 
with a different interpretation, in Uhrisiain and 
especially Kornan 
Catholic observances, so 


among the Jews and among tlio (Jhristains the 
rites and curomonu'j of the old Explain and 
Chaldean as.,rologv arc still continued, though 
no longer Interpreted as of yore. The greut 
Jewish Lawgiver and those who followed him 
seem, for example, to have recognized the val- 
ue of regular periods of rest, (whether really re- 
fjuired by man, or become a necessity through 
long habit,) but to have been somewhat in 
doubt how best to continue the piactice in thus 
sanctioning the supersii'.iou with which it liud 
been connected. 
At any rate, two diliercnt and 


inconsistent litterpi stations were given In the 
earlier a'.id later codes of law. 
But whether tho 


Jews accepted the sabbath because they believe 
lhat an All-uowerl"! Being, having ciealcd the 
world in six days, ["^ulred and took rest('- and 
was refreshed") u:i tho seventh, 
its staled in 


Exodus, (xxii. an>l xxx., 1",) or whether they 
did so in lemembianccuf llieir depatuire from 
Egypt, as staled in Di'tilerononiy, (v., 10,) 
there can be no question that among the Egyp- 
tai us the Sabbath or Saturn's day was a day of 
icst because of thi! malignant nature of the 
powerful planet-deity who ptesided over that 
day. Xor can it uo seriously doubted that the 
Jews, descended from the old Chaldeans, among 
whom (as appears I mm stone inscription recent- 
ly discovered) the word Sabbath was in use 
for a seventh day of rest connected with astro- 
logical observances wore familiar with the pruc- 
tice even before lh>>lr sojourn in Egypt. They 
had then probabl] regarded it as a supersti- 
tious practice to be eschewed, like tliose Idola- 
trous observances which had caused Terah lo 
remove with Abraham and Lot from Ur of the 
Obaldecs. At any rate, we find no mention 
ot the seventh daj of rest as a religious observ- 
ance until after the exodus. It was not their 
only religious observance having in reality an 
astrological origin. Indeed, it we examine the 
.li-wigh sacrificial system as described io Xiun- 
bers xxviii. and elsewhere, we shall find 
throughout a taci! reference to tho motions or 
influences of the celustul bodies. There was 
the morning and • veiling sacrifice, guided by 
tba movements ol the sun ; The Sabbath offer- 
ing, determined bj Ilie predominance of Sat- 
urn ; the oflVring of the new moon ; and lastly 
the Paschal sacrifice, depending on 
the com- 


bined movements of the sun and moon — made, 
in fact, during the lunation following the sun's 
passage of the equator at the rising si^n of 
Aries. —

DIAMOKD DKILI.S.— 'Ihe services of tho 


diamond as an ornament »re so conspicuous 
that few people ever think of it as an atliclo of 
usefulness. 
With the one well known excep- 


tion of the glaziei, no tradesman or mechanic 
is supposed to pu! it to any practical purpose, 
r>r lo estimate n by any other standard than 
that of beauly and larity. A scientific gentle- 
man, well acquainted with mining operations, 
points out a very important lisa which is made 
of the diamond in sinking shafts and piercing 
rocks. Experience lias shown that tho em- 
ployment of an instrument so costly is amply 
justified by the saving in time effected by sub- 
stituting it for a cheaper and' blunter weapon, 
and the ceuseqtience is that in a great many 
mines and tunnel* it is already used for boring 
the hardest rocks. The invention is by no 
means new, but few people know the exact 
nature of the modus opeiandl, or its exlreiw 
simplicity. A cylindrical tube of steel is fitted 
at cue of its ends with a number of stones set 
at regular intervals round its rim, and arranged 
to resemble a row of teeth, so that when tlio 
tube is made to revolve on Its axis these teeth 
act as a circular saw, and rapidly cut their 
•way into even the hardest granite. At, the end 
of the tube first set in motion may be attached, 
by welding them firmly, any number of simi- 
ilar tubes, and the spinning movement is com- 
municated to the whole of HIP long gimlet by 
an engine applied to its further extremity. 
The perforator travels with a marvelous rapid- 
ity ; and the rock as it is cut pushes its way 
into the tube, from which it is afterward ex- 
tracted, sometimes in lengths of as much as 
six feet. At Buhrniscb Bood, in some difficult 
workings through the quartz rock, a passage of 
fort; feet in length was cut with one of these 
instruments in twenty-four 
hours, whereas 


with any other tool it would have taken five or 
six times as long, with little or no economy of 
expense. The diamonds do not, of course, 
last forever, and the loss of one generally de- 
stroys for the time the efficiency of the machine. 
But they can be replaced, and that the more 
readily inasmuch as stones of an inferior kind 
seem to act as well as those of the first water.
